Pacific Company for the immediate 
development of its property adjoining 
the Oakland mole on the south. This 
land, which has recently been filled m 
by dredging operations, is about a 
mile and a quarter long by more than 
a mile wide and contains approxi- 
mately five hundred acres. 
Furthermore, Oakland's advantage 


as a terminal point is emphasized by 
the fact that the commercial inter- 
ests of San Francisco are taking steps 
to obtain from the Southern Pacific 
switching facilities that will approach 
in desirability those facilities enjoyed 
by this city. 


The plans of th'e company, while 


dependent for fulfillment upon the 
result of negotiations now pending 
between the corporation and the city, 
are designed to give Oakland addi- 
tional shipping facilities and addi- 
tional waterfront land for factories. 
They include the construction of a 
series of slips along the south side of 
the property, accessible through a 
deep water channel extending east 
and west along the north side of the 
government jetty. This channel would 
be dredged to a depth sufficient to 
admit the largest vessels.

land will be utilize'd^'for warehouse 
purposes. The entire 
property, of 


course, is tributary to the tracks of 
the Southern Pacific alone, and the 
carrying out of the project will give 
the corporation an industrial district 
of its own, and it will be able to offer 
long-term leases on the same terms as 
other holders of Oakland waterfront 
property, including the municipality. 
The termination of the

Long Wharf next year is one of the 
factors in the plans of the company. 
Negotiations are pending for a new 
lease, but it is understood that the 
result of these parleys will not ma- 
terially affect the plaits for the de- 
velopment of the holdings south of the 
mole.

It is not for any person 
unfamiliar with all the facts of the case to say that 
the storekeeper of the county infirmary, a subordi- 
nate employee, should be dismissed. But to pigeon- 
tole a resolution is not the way to go about ascer- 
taining the facts in the case and of placing responsi- 
bility for the serious dereliction of duty on the re- 
sponsible persons.

JOSEPH H. CHOATE. 


At the age of So, Hon. Joseph H. Choate died 


suddenly in the midst of activities that would have 
taxed the powers of many younger men. Since the 
declaration of war, Mr. Choate has taken an active 
part in public life. He has answered every call for 
speeches and attendance at public functions where 
the interests of his country were subjects of dis- 
cussion. Five days before his death he headed the 
delegation of New Tork citizens who greeted the 
war commissioners of England and France. Not 
only was he the most distinguished citizen in New 
York State to participate in these important for- 
malities, but one of the most representative men of 
the country. 


Mr. Choate renewed participation in public af- 


fairs after ten years' retirement. His only official 
service for the country was rendered as ambassador 
to Great Britain, a post which he filled with high 
distinction. His sojourn at the court of St. James 
was marked by greater progress in promoting 
friendship between the English and American peo- 
ple than was the fortune of any diplomatic repre- 
sentative that preceded him. Prior to that he had 
gained international fame as a lawyer. 


Like Senator Foraker of Ohio, who answered the 


final call only a few days ago, Mr. Choate's life and 
professional career spanned perhaps the most im- 
portant periods in American history—the war for 
the preservation of the "Union and the war for the 
preservation of human libprtips

It is not necessary to sell bonds to purchase a new 


site. The proposition on the ballot should be for a 
Direct appropriation out of the general county fund 
of sufficient moneys to purrhapp 3 b^pital site in 
Oakland. In this way ihe advisability of establish- 
ing the county hospital in Oakland would be settled 
squarely on its merits, without confusing it with the 
question of a particular site. 


There is also a movement afoot to add another 


proposition to the ballot of the coming special' elec- 
tion—an initiative proposition in favor of one spe- 
cial rite. The appropriateness of this movement is 
seriously to be doubted. It will certainly open the 
way for demands for initiative proposition? in favor 
of a dozen other sites, thus dividing flic vote of those 
favoring the building of <ho new hospital in Oak- 
land, and jeopardizing the chance of the people for 
having the hospital located in Oakland.
